To see what sum of money the town will raise to defray 
town charges for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will raise to repair 
highways and bridges for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the main- 
tenance of its State Highway, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for highways 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will raise to build its 
trunk line (Claremont to Concord) and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will raise for electric 
lights, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will raise to maintain 
its Fire Department, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the care 
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of its cemeteries, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for the maintenance of its Public Library, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will set aside as a 
sinking fund on its water bonds, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to license Junk Dealers, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the ob- 
servance of Old Home Week, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will appropriate the Hame Shop Office 
for the use of its Public Library, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to pay the cost of bonding the 
town officers, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 19. To see what action the town will take in regard to recind- 
ing all votes and resolutions passed by the towa regarding the sale of the 
property formerly owned by the U. S. Hane Co. and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 20. To see what action the town will take in regard to the dis- 
posal or sale of that part of the U. S. Hame Co. property so called in opin- 
ion of the Selectmen not wanted for town use, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the ex- 
penses of the sale of said Hame Co.property to be expended by the Select- 
men, and pass any vote relating thereto.

There was three hundred and fifty feet of hose that 
was not up to standard that was sent back to the factory 
and relined and is now as good as new. 


The year has been a fortunate onein regards to 
fires, only one of a serious nature occuring, the blacksmith 
shop of A. R. Randall, with several automobiles was the 
most serious one that has visited the town for a long time, 
with a total loss to the buildings and contents amounting 
to about $10,000 loss, with $4,300 insurance. We are glad 
that Mr. Randall did not lose heart from his great loss but 
has started over again with larger prospects in view. 


One out of town call, and a call for assistance at a 
fire in the buildings of Ethan Smith’s near the Emerson 
Paper Co’s. mill constitutes the whole number of fires that 
have occured during the year. This last fire would have 
been a serious one had it not been for the prompt service 
the Mill department rendered in stopping the fire with 
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a small loss to the barn.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


It is with much satisfaction that the year closes with 
no deaths to report from contagious diseases, altho there 
have been during the year eighty cases of measles. 


During the infantile paralysis season, notice was 
sent from various states of all parties coming to Lake Sun- 
apee accompanied with children and none could return 
without a permit from your health officer and it is fortu- 
nate that no disease of this nature developed around Suna- 
pee Lake. 


The following, Chapter 35, Laws of 1915 is self ex- 
planatory. 


CHAPTER 35, LAWS OF 1915. 
IN RELATION TO THE SANITATION OF SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Section 1. The state board of health shall upon complaint of any 
responsible person, investigate the sanitary conditions of any schoolhouse 
or building used for school purposes. 

Sect. 2. If they shall find that such schoolhouse or building is in 
any respect a menace,to the health or bodily welfare of the pupils or 
teachers, they shall call the attention of the local board of health to the 
facts; and if after a reasonable length of time the complaint has not been 
attended to in a satisfactory way, they shall either order such changes as 
will in their judgment make the building safe and sanitary for school pur- 
poses, or condemn the same and forbid its further use. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the school board of the district 
forthwith to make the changes ordered, and the cost of the same shall be a 
charge upon the district. The selectmen shall assess the cost upon the polls 
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and ratable estate of the district in addition to money voted by the district 
or required by law for the support of schools. In anticipation of such assess- 
ment, the school board may borrow money on the credit of the district to 
meet the charges incurred. 


Sect. 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Under this act, notice was served on the Sunapee 
school board to put the buildings at Wendell in condition 
satisfactory to the state, the notice stating the changes to 
be made. This building is a fair example of the other three 
rural school buildings which should be likewise renovated, 
which the school board estimate could be done for $500.00 
and hope they all may be put in condition pleasing to the 
town as well as the state before further notices are served.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


In accordance with the vote of the district at the an- 
nual meeting in 1916, the School Board united with New- 
port and New London in a supervisory district and secured 
the services of Mr. W. H. S. Ellingwood as superintendent 
at asalary of $1800.00 per year, Sunapee’s portion being 
$540.00 per year, of which the state pays one-half. 


Although Mr. Ellingwood has been with us but seven 
months, we think it has proved to be money well spent, 
and that we have the right man in the right place. 


He has placed the schools in line and is receiving 
good results. 


We commenced the school year with new teachers, 
with the exception of Mr. Buell as principal of the high 
school and Miss Hoyt, teacher at South Sunapee. 


We were unfortunate in losing Mr. Buell in the mid- 
dle of the year, he going to a better position than we could 
offer him. 


We were able to secure the services of Mr. Arthur 
S. McCartney, who has filled the vacancy, coming to us 
well recommended. 


In the other teachers, we feel we have as good a 
corps as you will often find. 


Our school buildings are in very good condition and 
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need only a few minor repairs. 


The out-houses in the rural schools need remodeling, 
as the time has come when sanitation and law require 
such an improvement and at a small expense can be put in 
condition to meet the law. 


We earnestly wish parents and towns-people would 
visit the schools more often and see for themselves just 
what is being done, not listening to what some one else 
tells you.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


I hereby present my first annual report of your 
schools and school property for your consideration. As I 
have been with you only seven months my report must 
necessarily be short. 


Buildings 


The Central schoolhouse is a very satisfactory build- 
ing. Itis in good repair, well lighted and heated. The 
building is kept clean and tidy. 

The Wendall schoolhouse needs to be throughly over- 
hauled. It needs a new hardwood floor, modern desks and 
seats, a modern heating and ventilating system and the 
outside painted. A sanitary drinking fountain should be in- 
stalled. The outbuildings need to be improved. This build- 
ing is situated in a very conspicuous place and should 
be kept in such condition as to give the large number of 
people who pass it a favorable impression of the town. The 
building is kept clean and tidy inside through the careful 
watcnfulness of the teacher. 

Many minor repairs need to be made at George’s 
Mills. At a very small cost the present stove can be chang- 
ed into a satisfactory heating and ventilating system. 
Under the present conditions much fuel is being wasted 
and the room is usually too hot or too cold and the ventila- 
tion must be done by the windows and doors. No other one 
thing does so much to improve a school as to have it pro- 
perly heated and ventilated. At least two-thirds of the 
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windows should be equipped with the ‘‘Allen Shades and 
Holders.’’ The outbuildings need to be improved and made 
more sanitary. The schooroom is kept clean and tidy. 

The South Sunapee schoolhouse is in bad shape and 
needs a through overhauling. It should be painted inside 
and out. A sanitary drinking fountain should be installed. 
The outbuildings are in bad condition and need early at- 
tention in the summer. An expenditure of five or six hun- 
dred dollars will put all these buildings into such condition 
that we need not be ashamed to have anyone visit them 
and the pupils will be comfortably and properly housed. 


Scholarship 


We found your schools considerably below grade in 
scholarship and very poorly graded. There are pupils in 
the same class wno are at least one or two grades apart in 
their ability to do school work. This makes it impossible for 
any teacher to do her best. All the pupils in a class should 
be capable of doing the same mental tasks; otherwise the 
more advanced ones are retarded and the more backward 
ones are discouraged. Doubtless this condition has come 
about from lack of careful promotions. We are trying to 
help this condition and will carefully regrade at the end of 
this year. It seems best not to regrade earlier. We are anx- 
ious to be just to all. Teachers and superintendent need to 
become throughly acquainted with all the conditions. 

The rural schools have far too many grades. Several 
of the classes may profitably be put together. Much more 
and better work may thus be done. Teacher and pupils will 
have more interest in their work. 


Teachers 
Some of your teachers are among the best in the 
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state. Perhaps all are as capable as can be expected con- 
sidering the salaries we are paying. School work is about 
like any other work, we get out of it about what we put 
into it. In these days when so much is expected of our 
schools and teachers we cannot expect to get an efficient 
teacher unless she has had Normal training or its equiva- 
lent. Of course a Normal trained teacher is not necessarily - 
a sucessful teacher but the chances are that she will be. 
We must not expect to get efficient teachers for less than 
seven or eight doilars a week and board. The demand for 
good teachers is greater than the supply. What a town 
saves by employing untrained and inexperienced teachers 
it loses twice over in the results it gets. Better have thirty 
weeks of good school than thirty-six weeks of poor school. 

If it is absolutely necessary to employ untrained and 
inexperienced teachers they should be required to put in 
one or two weeks studying and training under a competent 
superintendent just before school opens in the fall and to 
meet in conference with him as many Saturdaysas possible 
during tne fall term. They should visit some of the best 
teachers two or three times early in the fall term to ob- 
serve how they teach. Much help and improvement may 
thus be obtained. A school is very largely what its teacher 
is. 

We were very sorry to have Mr. Buell leave us early - 
in the winter term. The high school was making marked 
improvement under his management and Miss Morse’s 
assistance. The year promised to be a successful one in 
this school. Mr. McCartney, the succeeding principal, has 
not been with us long enough for us to pass judgement on 
him or his work. Hecame to us highly reeommended and 
we are much pleased with what we have seen of his work 
during the short time he has been with us. We expect the 
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school to improve under his management. 


Books and Supplies: 


Your schools are fairly well furnished with books 
and supplies. More maps are needed and at least one good 
physiology chart should be furnished. This chart could be 
carried from one school to another as it is needed. More 
and better reading books should be furnished, especially in 
the lower grades where a large amount of reading is now 
required by our State Department. More reference books 
are needed in the Central building. 


Attendance: 


The average attendance in our schools is very low. 
Parents do not seem torealizehow important it is that their 
children should be present all the time school is in session. 
Punctuality and regularity of attendance are essential if 
the schools are to be operated with a minimum of waste. 
It is safe to say that a pupil who is habitually absent or 
tardy will fail to be promoted at the end of the school year. 
Nearly every day some new subject or some new phase of 
the subject is taken up and explained by the teacher and 
unless the pupil is there the chances are that he will never 
understand what was taken up when he was absent and 
thus he will be handicapped the rest of the year. Soon he 
loses his interest and wants to leave school. Most of the 
failures to make grades are among those who have been 
absent and tardy. 

We know of nothing more valuable that a parent can 
give to his child than an education and it is becoming more 
valuable and essential every year. 


Teachers’ Meetings: 
Several teachers’ meetings have been held after 
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school and on Saturdays. Teachers and superintendent 
have talked over school matters. Methods and ways of 
presenting subjects have been discussed. Once or twice 
teachers have had their pupils present and taught for the 
other teachers to observe and discuss their methods of 
teaching. These have been helpful and will be continued as 
circumstances will permit. 


Visitors: 


Parents and citizens owe it to themselves, the pupils 
and the teachers to visit school at least once a year to see 
what is being done. Too much school work is judged from 
hearsay. This is not fair to teachers or pupils. No one is so 
busy that he or she cannot spare half a day a year to visit 
the most important institution in the town, the school. 
Nothing will do more to encourage the teachers to do their 
best than to have the citizens visit their schools often. A 
good teacher likes to have her work inspected and a poor 
teacher needs to have hers. Parents are greatly to blame 
for not having better schools. They can have exactly the 
kind of schools they insist on having. The schools are 
theirs. Asarule parents show a great lack of interest in 
their schools except when something goes wrong. They 
should be just as ready and willing to praise as they are to 
censure and find fault. Itis only by the co-operation of 
parents and teachers that the best results can be obtained. 


In closing we wish to thank all who have in any 
way helped to make our work successful. The teachers 
have responded readily to any suggestions we have 
made to them and have shown a spirit of co-operation 
and help that is very gratifying. We wish to thank you 
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for your words of advice and help and for your loyal 
support in all that we have undertaken. We believe that 
the year is to be a successful one and that our schools 
are improving.
